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SCHOOL REPORT. 

To THE CrrizeNs OF THE TOWN OF NOTTINGHAM: 
In obedience to the laws of the state of New Hampshire, we 
submit this the third annnal report of your Board of Educa- 
tion. It has been our endeavor the past year to discharge 
our duties in a faithful and impartial manner. How we have 
succeeded in our efforts must be determined by a criticising 
public, We were obliged to employ several young teachers of 
but little experience, some of whom did very good work 
while others failed in some respects to give entire satisfaction 
but fortunately we were able to secure the services of a good 
portion of our old teachers and others of experience, who are 
ever faithful in the performance of their duties. Schools under 
the charge of such teachers have been prosperous, The fre- 
quent change of teachers, which can not be easily prevented 
is a great disadvantage to the advancement of pupils. ‘Teachers 
of ability, who are conscientious in the performance of thier. 
duties should be kept in service if possible in preference toexpe-. 
rimenting with the unexperienced. In nearly all of our schools 
the attendance has been quite irregular. We think the record 
of attendance may be greatly improved and consequently a 
more thorough work accomplished if parents will manifest a 
little more interest in the education of their children by not 
allowing them to be absent from school unless prevented to 
attend by some unavoidable circumstance, and frequently visit 
the school themselves. One teacher reports that not a parent 
visited her school for the year. We hope that in the future no 
such report can be made, We doubt not that all parents are 
interested in the work of educating the young, but a stronger 
manifestation of their interest would be a stimulant to teach- 
ers and scholars, encouraging them to apply themselves more 
closely to their work, by which better results would be obtained, 


‘SCHOOL REPORT. 


A term of eight weeks was kept in the spring and another of 
thirteen weeks in the fall. We are of the opinion that the lat- 
ter term was too long for in some cases the teacher as well 
as scholars became tired an] their interest waned, toward the 
close of the term. If the district desire more than eighteen 
weeks school, in a year a sufficient appropriation should be 
made for three, terms of at least eight weeks each; but if it 
is thought that two terms is all that will be profitable, then a 
somewhat smaller sum:than that’ approprixted for the past 
year will pay all necessary school expenses. 
It should,. however, be remembered that first class teachers 
will generally go where they can get the most pay for their 
services, the number of weeks in a year being considered as 
well as the price per week, and towns that pay good wages 
for the greatest length of time will secure the best teachers. 
The furnishing of free text books, by the town has proven to 
be economy as well as great aid ‘in the advancement of edu- 
cational work. We now have uniform books in all schools, on 
such branches as are required by law to be taught in public 
schools, Where other than these branches lave been taught, 
pupils have furnished. themselves with such books as were 
needed. All of our schools are almost des‘itute of school ap- 
paratus, Steps should at once be taken to provide each school 
with a terrestial globe cubic blocks and such other apraratus 
as may be useful to both teacher and pupil. 
For further information in regard to the sch ols under our care, 
reference is here made to the following stutistical table, roll 
of perfect attendance and the report made by our Treasurer.
